jnating the infestation from the 
premises and preventing any 
further ingress of pests. B;sl in- 
festations in a food premises arc 
obviousW an unacceptable sit- 
uutioiL Please note this Diree- 
loratc may consider taking 
further legal act ion i>n this mai- 
ler.’’ 

Mrs Gardiner said she was 
aware that a pest control com- 
pany, Rrler Cox Environmen- 
tal ^Tvices, had been engaged 


(n tackle the problems, but she 
concluded: ”lt is my opinion 
that this problem is not being 
dealt with in a suQicicnlly ei- 
feettve manner.” 

She added that .she raised the 
question of areas of the store be- 
ing Securely proofed agmnst 
“pcsis" on 16 and 28 February, 
but the letter demonstrates 
clear dissatisfnctkm with the ac- 
tion taken by the food group.

Meningitis case at London school

l^ots at a London school 
were warned to watch their 
children for ngns of meningilis 
after a 16-year-old girl was ad- 
mitted to hospital with the dis- 
ease. The scare follows five 
draths from meningitis in Lin- 
coln and tile death yesterday of 
a turiversity student from Lera. 

Parents of girls at the 700- 
pupil Godo^bin Latymer 
School in Hamniersmiih, west 
London, were told of the latest 
outbreak of the disease ^ let- 
ter yesteid^ after the girl was 
adrmtted to St Utoznas’s Hos- 
pital on Saturday. 

In tbe letter, DrToity EUam, 


consultant in communicable 
disease oontroi at Ealirt^ HaII^ 
mersmith and Hounslow 
Health Authority, said parents 
should be “ajert to tbe posri- 
bOity that your child is becom- 
ing unwell with ‘flu-like’ 
syntploms with aches and paw 
in the joirtis or musdes or an in- 
crearingly severe headache”. 

Headinistrcss Margaret Rud- 
land confinned yesterday that 
. the school remained open. Dr 
EUam said pupils had not been 
given antibiotics because their 
effect was diort-Uved and tend- 
ed to loll parents into believing 
that their (^dren would be safe 
from the disease in the !oiig 
term. 


Dr EUam said that notifica- 
tioos of the disease were “track- 
ing at 20 per cent up on last 
year” and warned that the in- 
crease was likely to be exacer- 
bated by an expected fin 
epidemic. 

The toll in Lincoln now 
stands at five foUowing the 
deatte of Robert Newlm, also

Patients put at 
risk by delays 
after operations

The lives of thousaads of pa- 
tients are being threatened in 
the vital days following opera- 
tions by a “substantial" short- 
fall in critical-care facilities in 
British hospitals, leading doaors 
warned yesterday. 

Their independent report 
says that “scarce and expensive" 
intensive-care beds arc being 
misused, and are not available 
to Tnore-nec(fy patients, because 
doctors have nowhere else to 
put post-operative patients. 
Other patients are Ming re- 
turned too soon to the “rela- 
tively unsafe enrironment" of 
the general wards, where nurs- 
ing and medical caie is less 
intensive. Many more patients 
who need urgent or emergency 
surgery are forced to wall for 
hours untfl 0 {)eratlng theatres 
become available, because 
few hospitals have designated 
emergency theatres. 

The latest report of the Na- 
tional Confidential Enquiry 
into i^;riope^ative Death's 
(NCEPOD). which analysed 
almost 20.000 post-operative 


deaths in patients aged between 
6 and 70 veais, between April 
1992 and March 1992, paints a 
grfm picture of the state of crit- 
ical care in the health service 
and some private hospitals. 

Only one in five of the hos- 
pitals had high-dependency 
units - intermediary wards witii 
a higher nurse-to-patient ratio 
than genera] wards, but less than 
that provided in intensive care. 
One in ten did not have a re- 
covery room where patients 
could recover horn anaesthesia. 

lYofessor John BlarKfy, chair- 
man of the inquiry, said: “Any 
hospital admitting emergenqr 
patients, and hospitals admitting 
complex elective patients, must 
have adequate facilities for in- 
tensive or high-dependency 
care at all times." Up to 36 per 
cent of the emergency or urgent 
operations analysed in the re- 
port were performed “out of 
hours" - tetween 6 pm and 
Ram on weekdays, and at week- 
ends - indicating that the pa- 
tients were kept waiting for 
theatres. Onlya third of hospi- 
tals are believed to have oper- 
ating theatres dedicated to 
emergency surgery, and there 


was anecdotal evidence that 
some were being dosed or mis- 
used by trust hospitals under 
pressure in other areas, . 

The NCEPOD survey, the 
largest to ^'te, is basM on 
confidential questionnaires 
returned by more than 3,000 
consultant suigeohs and anaes- 
thetists in Ea^ah^ W^es and 
Northern Ireland,' and makes 
nine recoinmeji^Uons for the 
improvement of patient care. It 
also hi g hli g hts pioor medi^ 
record-keeping and loss of 
notes as problem areas, and em- 
phasises previous recommen- 
dations that trainees with less 
than three yeam* experience 
should not anaesthetise or 
operate without supervision. 

Commenting on the report, 
Gerald Malone, Health Minis- 
ter. said that the ‘Department 
of Health was alreacly tackling 
problems on the best use 
of intensive care and high- 
dependency be^

Tragic lack of resources 


The Report of Ibe National 
Confidential Inquiiy into Peri- 
operative Deaths has revealed 
somelimes lethal shortfalls in 
hospital facilities. It looked at 
20,000 post-operative deaths 
and the following three cases 
illustrate the danger that emer- 
gency patients may face in ill- 
equipi^d hospitals. 

1: A 47-year-old woman 
was admitted to a neurosurgi- 
cal unit in a District General 
Ho^tal suffering from a benign 
tumour of spinal nerve sheaths 
and an infection. Surgery was 
delayed because there was no 
high-dependency unit bed, no 
immediate access to a theatre.

no neurosurgical nurses, and 
lack of monitoring equipment. 
Surgery took place two weeks 
afrer a decision to operate was 
made, and she died of menin- 
gitis 14 days later.

The 
firm's founder. Leo Abse, is the 
Labour MP wb\»e private 
member's Bill on divorce was 
token over by the government 
to become in 1985. Mr 
Taylor. MP for Solihull, on Ibe 
other hand, is less wdl regard- 
ed. and is himself divorced.

Police seek help 
from gays over

The naked and beaten body of 
a businessman on a trip to Uv- 
erpool was found in a used 
tty gays for sex, it was revealed 
y^terday. 


Mersi^ide police yesterday 
appealed to the city’s gay com- 
munity to help in the investi- 
gation. Detectives believe that 
Gordon MiUer, 36, m^ have 
been avictim of an anti-gay at- 
tack or could have been set 
upon by robbers as he took a 
snort cut back to his hotel. 

He was found in St John’s 
Gardens on Monday morning. 
He died from a haD of blows to 
his bead and fiice from a blunt 
object, which has not been re- 
covered. His jeans and shiit 
were wrapped around his head, 
but an expensive watch, credit 
cards and some money were not 
taken. There was no indication 
of sexual assault 

Police said yesterday that 
Mr Miller bad a ^rifrkad in Ox- 
ford and there was no evidence 
he was homosexual. 

Nevertheless, he was killed in 
a park that was a known area 
for gay “cruising”, and members 
of the homosexual comm uni ty 
fear this could be the latest in- 
cident of “gay bashing”. More 


than a third of gay men and 
women - and half of those 
a^d under 18 - have been vie- 
tiiDs of homophobic violence in 
the past five years, according to 
a new national survey. Earlier 
this month, three teenagers 
were charged with murder and 
attempted murder after an al- 
leged attack on two men in a 
Ptymouth park.

But some, including Hugh 
Wilson, director of the Brituh 
Caipet-Manufacturing Associ- 
alien, fed that change is being 
ordered for the sake of change. 
“The wool yarn is not perfect 
but ft’s nowhere as bad as U used 
to be. The problem is that the 
authorities tend to think of fig- 
ures and then force us to meet 
those figures." 

Some carpet firms in Kidder- 
minster now import dyed wool 
but otheni feel indignant that 
enough progress has been 
made. Frank Wilson, of 
Ibrnldnsons Carpets, said: “The 
NRA recently commented to us 
on the quality of the Stour.”

Eric Rowe: Gone missing 


Cash crisis and 
rumours plunge 
poets bicentenary 
celebrations into 
disarr^, reports 
John Arlidge 


A festival marking the 200th an- 
oiversaiy next year of the death 
of Scotland's national poet, 
Robert Burns, has been 
plunged into chaos after the 
chief organiser suddenly fled his 
home amid claims that the bi- 
centenaiy celebration faced a 
cash crisis. 

Eric Rowe, a councillor in 
Ayrsh^ where Bums was bom, 
left his home abruptly several 
weeks ago. He later wrote to di- 
rectors of the Bums Interna- 
tional Festival Company telling 
them that he had resided his 
poA as chairman. His wife, 
Elizabeth, will not discuss the 
matter, nor reveal his where- 
abouts. but friends say he has 
given up eveiything and moved 
in with another woman at her 
home in Essex. 

Mr Rowe's departure has 
left festival organisers stiuggliiig 
to raise more than £100.U0U in 
the six weeks before the hicen- 
tenaiy year begins. Before he 
disappeared, Mr Rowe was 
criticised for failing to secure 
the £lm sponsorship that the 
festival needs. 

Many Bumsians privately

relish the disarray because dur- 
ing his lifetime the bard himself 
was famous for his poverty and 
torrid relationships with 
women. During one affair 
Bums even planned to flee, not 
to Essex, but to Jamaica. One 
writer, who belongs to a Bums 
society in Ayrshire, said: “This 
crisis couldn't have hap^oed to 
a more deserving or appropri- 
ate festival. Bums was forever 
in debt and running off with the 
lassies. It adds a Utile qiice and 
more than a little remism - to 
the whole affair." 

After Mr Rowe's disappear- 


ance organisers insisted that 
they would ‘Svoric hard to en- 
sure that the festival is a great 
success”. But last week matters 
went from bad to worse when 
the main event of the year col- 
lapsed. Plans to stage the 
world's biggest Bums Night 
Supper on his birthdr^, 25 Jan- 
u^ - with Scots enjoying hag- 
gis and a dram at tables around 
tiie world, all linked satellite 
television - were al^doned 
when talks with the satellite 
company broke down. Now a 
single supper will be held in a 
Glasgow hotel. 


Moreover, some literary crit- 
ics have begun to cast doubt on 
the qualify of the events. The of- 
ficial programme has still not 
been published but organisers 
confinn that few international 
stars have so far been agned iq). 
Fears are growing that hoteliers 
in Kilmarnock and Ayr, who are 
preparing for an influx of up to 
200,000 visitors predicted 
to spend some £4m, could be 
disappointed. 

D^ite all the setbacks, Mr 
Rowe's successors refuse to be 
too downhearted. They insist 
that negotiations with new 


sponsors are “at an advanced 
stage". Th^ predict that agree- 
ments to secure the remaining 
£100,000 will be signed in the 
next few weeks. 

Stnitbers, the former di- 
reaor of the Exeter and Devon 
Arts Centre who has the job of 
clearing up the mess, admte that 
mistakes have been made. 

“The festival has had tremen- 
dous problems," he said. "In 
hindsi^t, we ^ould have start- 
ed things like fundraising ear- 
lier. But then this festival has 
never been held before. And 
when it is held again in 100 


years’ time, those thio^ will be 
put right" 

Some people, however, re- 
main unimpressed. One local 
writer told the Independent. "It 
is extraordinary that things have 
been left so late. We don't 
even have a programme yet. 
Everyone knows that Burns 
died in 1796. Iwo-hundred 
years should have been enough 
time for everyone to get 
their act together, but they 
haven't" 

Mr Strutfaers said last week- 
end that the festival programme 
would be published next month. 


Rail safety 
fears trigger 
huge rise in 

inspectors

The number of safely iospe^rs 
on the railways has increase 
dramatically as a result or the 

complocities of i«il privat^tton. 

fuelling fears that breaking up 
the network has led to an m- 
crease in risks. 

According to the annual re- 
port of the Railways 
mrate, due to be published 
early next month, there are 4S 
inspectors now, compared to » 
two years ago, because of the 
workload caused by separating 
British Rail into 25 train- 
operatxQg oompani^ Rail track 
and other companies. 

The rise in inspectors backs 
up arguments put forward by se- 
nior sources within the indus- 
try who say the new safety 
regime drawn up as a result of 
the privatisation progran^e is 
inhercDtly flawed. In particular, 
the responsibility gwen to Rail- 
track to investigate incidents on 
the raihviiys causes concern on 
account of the oiganisation’s im- 
minenl privatisation. 

Under the new sysem, when 
an inddent with safety impli- 
cations occurs, Raillrack takes 
responsibility for the inquiry. 
As the resources of the Rmhvays 
Inspectorate are limited, it only 
becomes involved in serious 
Investigations of minor in- 
ddenls. of which there are hun- 
dreds each year, are carried out 
by Railtrack. 

Senior sources in BR say 
once Rniltrack is privatised, it 
will be hard for it to remain im- 
partiaL as many findings may 
have severe financial implica- 
tions. One source said: “What 
happens if Railtrack finds it 
needs to ^end £10m on apar- 
ticular safety device? Its direc- 


tors may be tempted to avoid 

commitUsg themselv^ to the 
expenditure becauK of the ^ 
tential damping enec^on the 

company’s share price. 

Under the old sjBtem, British 
Rail passed on such problenK 
to the Government, which 
was responsible for important 
investment decisions. 

Senior industry fibres alM 
fear a privatised Railtrack will 
be tempted to blame other 
parts of the industry for inci- 
dents; -ff a driver supposeifly 
went through a red light, but he 
denies it and says that the sig- 
nalling is faulty, there may be 
a temptation to dismiss his ar- 
guments too easily. A privatised 
organisation should not have 

the reqwnsibility of canying out 
invesligatioiis involving other 
bodies in the industiy. ’ 

BR sources cite the air m- 
dusby. which is regulated ty the 
Civa Aviation Authority, and 
where accident investigatioiu 
are always carried out by the Air 
Accidents Investigation Branch 

of the DepartmenloflranspOTt. 

Next week, the inquiry report 
into September's fire on an 
Intercity High Speed Tiain at 
Maidenhead, which resulted in 
the death of a passenger, is 
likely to place part of the blame 
for the incident on the hasty 
break-up of the railways in 
preparation for privatisation. 

The fire was caused by faulty 
maintenance, which allowed a 
diesel tank to fall off after its re- 
taining bolts sheeted.

Dek^s in prison parole 
‘costing £]0m a year’

Hundreds of prisoners are be- 
ing deiaioed unnecessarily and 
uiffairly at a cost of millions 
of pounds to the taxpayer 
because of escalating delays 
in the parole system, according 
to internal prison service 
documents. 

Th^ show that more than 
half of the 5,000 prisoners eli- 
gible for parole each year are 
not being given decisions over 
their release until well after their 
earliest parole dale has passed. 
Id about half of those cases, the 
Parole Board will grant the 
prisoner immediate freedom. 

Probation officers said yes- 
terday' that cases were being de- 
layed by about eight weeks. 
>hfith the costs of detention 
running at :U>out £500 a week 
per prisoner, they estimated that 
the additional biU was in the re- 
gion of £10m a year. And the 
hidden price of providing sup- 
port to prisoners' families could 


¥ ush overall costs even hi^er. 

heir concern is evidently 
shared at Prison Service head- 
quarters. Tbny Butler, the di- 
reaor of serrices. has written to 
governors saying: "This is not 
acceptable. Delays are unjust 
and costly [in the cases where 
parole is gifted] and likely to 
be a significant cause of dis- 
content amongst prisoners." 

Mr Butler’s instructions tu 
governors show that the prob- 
lems were exacerbated beoiuse 
300 cases last year had been 
"wrongly processed" and had to 
be rc-examincd. This led to 
considerable delays in the Pa- 
role Board and the Parole Unit 
as additional interviews had to 
be arranged at short notice. The 
knock-on effect caused delays 
to other cases in the first 
of 1995." 

Incomplete reports and de- 
cisions to transfer prisoners - at 
short notice and just before pa- 
role hcarii^- to other jails had 
also contributed to the delays. 
The disclosure eomes as gov- 


ernors are having to cut edu- 
cation, weLTare and work pro- 
grammes, and possibly stal^g 
levels in jaDs to raeel budget cuts 
of up to 5 per cent this year. 

Yesterday, Harry Fletcher, as- 
sistant general secretary of the 
National Association of Pro- 
bation Officers, said: "Napo 
warned ministers last February 
that the situation was ge tting out 
of control, but they have failed 
to deal with the problem. Cuts 
in the budget will make the sit- 
uation impossible to remedy." 

He said tbe decision to axe 
probation services-so far in 17 
jails - will only add to the pa- 
role problems, because it is 
likely further to hinder prepa- 
ration of reports. "Each time a 
prisoner serves longer than he 
or she needs, the sense of in- 
justice mounts and the costs to 
the taxpayer accelerates". 

Parole ^tem changes in Oc- 
tober 1992 meant that all those 
sentenced to fouryears or more 
had to apply for discretionary 
parole 26 weeks before their

A nurse has been sacked for al- 
tering records about a serious- 
ly ill baby who died after being 
turned away from a hospital 
which has no full-time doctors, 
it was disclosed yesterday. 

Maureen Thompson, a staff 
nurse at Berwick-upon-Tweed 
Infirmary. Northum^rlandL for 
14 years, was dismissed after a 
disciplinary panel ruled that 
Ms Thompson rewrote and fal- 
sified entries on the casualty 
card and also tried to destroy 
original documentation.

Trust said in a statement it was 
considered that her actions ctm- 
stitulcd gross professional mis- 
conduct. Ms Thompson, who 
has 21 days in which to appe^. 
was not making any comment.

Nato’s final draft plan mil be 
submuicd to Mr Clinton this 
week.

In the 
meantime between 500 and 
700 US advance troops will go 
to Bosiia. The main contingent 
wQl arrive after formal aai^uxe 
of the peace accord in Paris in 
mid-Oecember. 

According lo the CNN-l/£4 
poll, a 53 to 40 per cent 
margin Americans believe the 
US has a “moral obligation*' to 
help keep the peace.

The aa'uous vigil surrounding 
Andreas Papandreou as he 
fights for hLs life in an Athens 
clinic turned grimly pessimislic 
yesterday as (he Greek Prime 
Minister, who had seemed to be 
making steady progress follow- 
ing on attack of pneumonia, was 
hooked up to a kidney dialysis 
machiue tor the second time in 
12 hours. 

Attention in every area of 
Greek public life turned exclu- 
sivdy ti'iwards the Onassis Car- 
diac Surgery Clinic, the state- 
of-the-art hospiiai w+iL-re Mr Pa- 
pandreou. 7b. has been in in- 
tensive care for the past nine 
days. Althougli he has come off 
the arlitlcial respirator which 


sustained him for most of last 
week, the malfunction in his kid* 
■leys bodes ill lor a man who was 
already extremely weak before 
his admission to h^ital and has 
been unable to ingest solids 
since. 

Although oEOciaJ bulletins 
continued to be upbeat minis- 
ters and close aides who visited 
him yesterday emerged looking 
nrave and refusing to comment. 
Hundred^ of well-wisheis joined 
crowds of reporters outside the 
clinic, political analysis cotiJd 
only confirm what the prevail- 
ing atmosphere already urunis- 

takablv suggested: that whether

It is a measure of the urtique 


grip that the Prime Minister 
holds over Greek public life that 
^m the moment he entered 
hospital the country effectively 
entered hospital with him. Hie 
government has all but ground 
to a halt, television news 
has focused eshaustivcly on 
medical bulletins and on the 
hundreds of ministers, members 
of parliament, cfaurdunen, busi- 
ness leaders and personal 
friends who have paid homage 
to a man who has dominated 
Greek life for the past IS years.

Protests throw 
Juppe off balance

With much of France’s transport 
at a standstill. schciKils closed, 
many universities on strike and 
postal and other services crip- 
pled, the French government 
yesterday held a scries of 
emergency meetings to con- 
sider its response to a wave uf 
unrest for which it was largely 
unprepared. 

The pniiesb. which have a va- 
riety of causes, have coalesced 
against the plans of ihc Prime 
Minister. .Alain Juppe, to reform 
the health and social security sys- 
tem. attaininga sirengtli that has 
surprised even the most mililunt 
of trade-union leaders. 

Yesterday's day of prolcsL, the 
second within a week, had been 
called by France '.s .second largest 
union, the Force Ouvrieru, a.s a 
direct response to the social se- 
curity reforms, and invoK’cd 
mainly public sector workers rJ v 
Jcctlng to likely cuts in their pen- 
sion rights, 'll followed the 
nationwide strikes and demon- 
strations called last Friday by 
France's six other big unions. 

Yesterday, too. members of 
the other unions, including the 
CGT, with members concen- 
trated in France Telecom and 
other public services. Joined 
the FO in declaring a day-long 


strike. More than 20.000 
marched through Paris, 
bringing the remains of public 
transp(.rrt to n halt. 

While this mareh was slightly 
less well suppfOTted than Frida's 
turnout of up to Sn.nou in Paris 
and thousand more in other big 
ddes. yesterday was the first real 
working day to be aETecled by 
strike action - on Friday, many 
people simply took the day off 
- and the disruption was 
considerable. 

With almost no suburban 
(rains running and the national 
railways on strike for the fifth 
day running l over a restructur- 
ing plan], queues of 30 to 40km 
huili up on many approach 
roads to Paris. The inner ring 
road was blocked from 7 JOam. 
Croi^-Channel feny services 
were again disrupted as French 
crews on the Calals-Dovcr 
route went on strike. 

So far. ministers have made 
no comment on the protests. Mr 
Juppe made it clear at the out- 
set that he had no intention of 
withdrawing his social security 
plans. Speaking to representa- 
(K'cs of small business in Bor- 
deaux on Mondw, he ignored 
the transport difficulties many 
of his audience had faced. 

In this ca.se. however, waiting 
to see whether the unions, par- 
ticularly public-sector workers. 


can sustain their protests may 
be less a sign of government 
coolusioa than a reasonable pol- 
icy option. As Franz-Olivier 
Giesbert, the chief editorial 
writer of the pro-Chirac Figaro 
said yesterday, the govem- 
meot's posidon, and Mr Juppe's 
own. may not be as weak as it 
seems al first sight, or even as 
weak as it was a few weeks ago. 

“He gives the impression of 
having something to fight for 
now. Like Reagan and Itohl be- 
fore him. he waited to be un- 
popular tiefore trying to impose 
his reforms," said Mr Gies- 
beit, noting that Mr Ju;^ s pa- 
sonal stake in the social security 
reform was not just a weakness, 
but also a strength. 

The government could also 
profit fiom the amfused nature 
of the conflict While the two 
days of protests have been called 
in the name of the social secu- 
rity ^tem. each group is also 
filling its own corner hospiiai 
workers against reform^ France 
Tel^m workeis against pri- 
vatisation, lecturers and stu- 
dents against overcrowding, 
public servants in support of their 
pensioas, and railway workers 
against restructuring.

Quite apart from last week’s 
trials before Egratian mililaty 
courts in which m of 80 Mus- 
Um Brotherhood defendants — 
including doctors and lawyers, 
none of whom advocated vio- 
lence - were sentenced to im- 
prisonment and hard labour for 
‘'holding secret meetings and 
preparing anti-government 
meetings", Egyptian police have 
now arrested at least 400 Broth- 
erhood supporters in Cairo. 
Many of them turn out to be 
Brotherhood “party agents", 
officially rcco^iised witnesses 
who are allowed to observe 


the voting at polling stations to 
ensure that the election is fair. 

All have to submit their 
names and addresses to the au- 
thorities in advance of the poll. 
No sooner had they done so at 
the weekend, however, than 
the police arrested many of 
them. The government's action 
came only hours after a Brmher- 
hood election nilfy in Cairo led 
by Mahmoun Odeibi had been 
surrounded by the police - the 
organisers allegedly hroim the 
law by using loudspoikers -'Who 
forced 400 supporters into 
trucks and took them away for 
temper^ detention. 

Officially, Egypt’s parlia- 
mentary elections arc not run 
on party lists. Candidates stand 
as independents and parties 
may endorse them as thw sec 
fit. Thus Mr Mubarak’s NDP 
has endorsed 439 candidates in 
444 constituencies - there are 
around 4,000 candidates in ail 


- while the Brotherhood are 
ihou^ttohave ISO candidates. 
As ibc semi-official 
has pointed out, Mr Mubarak's 
men are going to win at least 
two-thirds of seats. So why the 
near-paranoid assault on those 
who were bound to lose - and 
at such cost to Egypt's boast that 
it is a democratic state? 

One iheopr making ihv 
rounds in Cairo suggests (hat 
the President has been dcqjly 
troubled Algeria's experi- 
ence; when the Islamic Salvation 
Front (FIS) was poised to win 
pariiamentaiy elections there in 
1992, the military-backed 
regime suspended the poll to 
prevent what it daimeu would 
be the creation of an Islamic Re- 
public The subsequent banning 
of the FIS led to a war in which 
50,000 have died. Even if the 
Muslim Brotherhood may not 
be about to win the Egyptian 
elections, how much easier it 


might be for Prcadeni Mubarak 
to avoid claims of anti- 
democratic arrests after ihe 
election by accusing the Broth- 
erhood now of attempting to 
subvert government authority. 

Cleariy. Mr Mubarak has 
good reason to be a worried 
man. The bomb attack on the 
Egyptian embassy in l^mabad 
last week, in whkh IS diplomats 
and guards were killed came 
only five months after an equal- 
ly ruthless attempt to murder 
the President in Addis Ababa. 
In both ca.ses, die armed Islamic 
Jihad group claimed responsi- 
bility - and last week, it specif- 
ically named Mr Mubarak and 
his senior ministeTs as taigcis for 
future assassinatton. The Egypt- 
ian government was infuriated, 
not [east because it had been 
braggipg for months that its 
campaign against the armed Is- 
lamists had almost vriped out 
their enemies inside Egypt. 


Unfortunately for Mr 
Mubarak, the Islamic Jihad 
again threatened the lives of for- 
et^ers and attacked two tourist 
trains in the Nile valley in up- 
per E^t.

It was being compared yes- 
terday to the dialogue on 
security and co-operatioD whidi 
was esmlrilsfaed between framer 
Cold countries by the 
Helsinlu agreement. 

The core of the Barcelona 
pact is the proposed free trade 
zone, intended to pHtzmote the 
prosperity of North African 
and Middle Eastern countries, 
seen as intfispensable to curb- 
ing ille gal immigration. The 
fiee trade area is to be created 
by detailed a^reementsyet tobe 
negotiated, between the EU and 
the Mediterranean countries, 
and among Mediterranean 
countries tlremselves. 

*1116 Mediterranean coun- 
tries will progressively open up 
to European trade aro invest- 
ment in return forwhattbe doc- 
ument calls **a substantial 
increase in the European 
Union's financial aid to its peit- 
oers".

20 November) 
Is right to hi ghl ight the question 
of genetic engineering as one for 
public debate. 

But it ^ould not be coofused, 
as Mr Watkins seems to do. with 
the issue of patenting biologica] 
inventions. A patent merely 
enables a patentee to limit unau- 
thorised commercial use of a 
product or process - it neither 
permits oommerrialisation of the 
inveniiOD nor confers rights of 
owDcidiip. Any controls which 
society deems necessary should 
not be applied to inventions or 
developments only through the 
patent law. 

For these reasons, restricting 
patentability through European 
law’s “morality” clause is both 
unnecessaty' and inappropriate. 
Not onty is the term unprec^ 
and arbitrary, but it is surety 
immoral not to encourage inven- 
tions which have the potential to 
alleviate human suffering. The 
next revolutions in alleviating 
human suffermg. through con- 
quering diseases such as cancer, 
Alzheimer's and tystic fibrosis, 
wili be the result of biotechno- 
logical or genetic research. 

The pharmaceutical industiy 
needs to be able lo omlore such 
exciting possibilities, it can only 
do this if there is an effective 
patent tysiem in place lo encour- 
age it lo maintain its multi-million 
pound investment into the 
research and development of 
new medicines.

Professor Roland Dobrushin 


Rolaod Dobrushin was one of 
the most brilliant representa- 
tives of the Russian school of 
probabilily iheoiy founded ^ 
Andrei Kolmogorov. 

It was not until after 1945 that 
the impact of the Russian j>rob- 
abilists’ work was felt signifi- 
cantly. For more than two 
decades a relatively small team 
of young researchers (often un- 
dergraduates), grouped around 
Kolmogorov and Eugene Dyn- 
kin in Moscow, and later 
around Yuri Linnik in what was 
then Leningrad, was unchal- 
lenged in the vast area of 
theoretical and applied math- 
ematics related to the concept 
of probabili^. U was an exam- 
ple of the tremendous success 
whi^ could be achieved by a 
community not only inspired by 
the internal beauty of their ab- 
stract subject, but united in 
working in the specific social 
and political almosphere of a 
country relatively isolated firom 
the rest of the world. 

From the 19S0s onwards, 
probabilists, both Soviet and 
Western, gradually moved from 
theoretical towards more ap- 
plied subjects. The importance 
of research in those areas where 
a probabilistic approach 
seemed promising did not es- 
cape the notice of the super- 
powers. TWo uotable examples 
of these applied areas are 
infonoation theory and math- 
ematical physics. The conse- 
quences were dramatic: from 
being collections of loosety con- 
nected facts of an empiri^ na- 
ture, these disdplines became 
integral parts of probability 
theory. Probabilistic language 
and, more importantly, a prob- 
abilistic way of thinlfing, pro- 
vided them with a lo^cal 
framework which both disd- 
plines had previously lacked, 
and made possible spectacular 
progress throu^out the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

Dobrushin played a role 
in the process of integration. In 
addition to his probabilistic in- 
tuition (the j(^ ran that he un- 
derstood the notion of expected 
value better than anyone in 
the world), and superb analyt- 
ical tedmiques, he possessed to 
an exceptional degree the abil- 
ity to convert phenomenologi- 
cd and balf-intuitive arguments 


used by applied mathemati- 
cians and others into fine math- 
emaiicaJ statements. 

In the area of infonnatioa 
theory he proved, in I960, agen- 
eral form of Gaud Shannon’s 
theorems (which establish the 
limi ts of the speed with which 
infoimaiioa can be sent through 
a channel) and made unportant 
contributions to coding theory. 
In mathematical pb^cs, he 
gave in 1965 a general defini- 
tion of a Gibbs state (later 
known as a Dobrushin- 
Lanford-Ruelle or DLR state) 
which provided the perfect 
foundation for the con^pt of 
phase transition - the inkan- 
taneous passage from one state 
of matter (say, a gaseous one to 
a liquid one) - a definition 
which had hitherto eluded 
many outstanding spedaiists in 
the field. He then gave a beau- 
tiful proof of the existence of 
phase transition in the famous 
Ising model. Tlie central part of 
this proof was the so<alled 
Peierls' argument, named after 
Sir Rudolf Peierls, sometime 
V^kebam Professor of Physics 
at Oxford, who predeceased 
Dobrushin by only a few weeks. 

Using his definition of a 
Gibbs state, and with the help 
of Peierls* argument, Dobrushin 
pro^ in a few Lines that in the 
Ising model there exists a 
unique Gibbs state for high 
temperatures, and many such 
states for low temperatures and 
zero magnetic field. In other 
words, there is no phase tran- 
sition for high temperatures 
but there is one for low tem- 
peratures. This discover re- 
sulted in a complete revision of 
the whole iheoty of phase tran- 
sitions to which Dobrushin, 
with other authors, contributed 
many &e ideas ud arguments. 

Roland Dobrushin be re- 
membered as an outstanding 
mathematician, and as an ex- 
traordinary personality. A man 
of strong character and great 
personal integrity, be quickly 
found himself at odds with the 
oBdaldom of the Soviet system. 
In 1959 at a meeting in the De- 
partment of Mechanics and 
Mathematics at Moscow State 
University (Mekh-mat), he de- 
nounced an official ^inl of 
view. He was rebuked by the lo- 
cal Communist Party authori- 


ties, and his career at Mekh-mat 
was blocked. He was prevent- 
ed firom defending his doctor- 
al thesis at Moscow Uoiveraty 
(although he &aDy to 

obtain a degree elsewhere), 
and his upgrading was turned 
down by the Mekh-mat Com- 
munist Party organisation. His 
case was generally considered 
as one of the first examples of 
repressive measures earned out 
against Soviet mathematicians. 

Notwithstanding, Dobrushin 
continued defying authori- 

ties. He was a a>s^natOfy m the 
1960s of many protest letters de- 
iKmodng political trials (such as 


and the administration eimn 
offered some protection, with- 
in limits, to those members of 
staff looked on with disfavour 
tty the Communist Party and d% 
Soviet authorities. This in 
part due to the long tradition of 
relative freedom allowed to 
those physicists and math- 
ematitians who had in some wtty 
contributed' to the Soviet nu- 
clear and space programmes. 

Dobrusl^ was fortunate to 
have found a poritioii in su<di an 
institute, where throughout the 
196Qs and 1970s he formed an 
active group of researchers 
distinguished itself in

resigned from Mekh-mat in 
1965, thereby setting an exam- 
ple for the many topdass math- 
ematidans and physicists w4io, 
voluntarily or involuntarily, left 
Moscow State Utuversity, un- 
able to live under the increas- 
ing pressure apparatchiks. 

Dobruchin was ai^inted as 
Head of Laboratory at the 
Moscow Institute for Problems 
of Information Transmission, 
part of the Soviet Academy of 
Sdences. The atmosphere in 
man y research institutes of the 
Academy was far more liberal: 
leading dissidents such as An- 
drei Sharov enjewed the sup>- 
port and loyalty of colleagues. 


several fields of mathematics. 
One of his recruits was award- 
ed the Fields Medal, a presti- 
^ous award of the lotemational 
Union of Mathematidans; an- 
other was awarded the Medal 
of the European Union of 
Mathematics. His laboratoiy 
became a Mecca for visitors 
from around the world. 

Such visits helped to mamtain 
a regular exchange of ideas be- 
tween researchers on both sides 
of (he Iron Curtain. To the an- 
noyance of the authorities, 
these exchanges were not of a 
purely mathematical nature: 
helping dissidents and refusmks 
(those who had applied for, and 
been refused, ^nnission to 
leave the Soviet Uoioaj was cme 
of his primary concerns - al- 


though he never formalfy asso- 
ciated himself with arty dissident 
g^p. nor considered leaving 
his country. 

There was, however, one as- 
pect of prof^onal life where 
officialdom had the upper 
hand: election to Academiemn. 
There was no chance of such an 
election the conservative 
Mathematics Section of the 
Academy, partly because of 
Dobrushin's anti-authority 
stance, W also because of his 
□oo-Russian origins. He came 
from a prominent Jew^ fam- 
ify, his uncle being a member of 
the Jevrisb Committee active in 
the disclosure of Nazi atrocities 
during the Second World 
Afrer the war, all the commit- 
tee members and many other 
Jemsh Ktivists were sentenced 
to labour camps which few sur- 
vived. Nor did Dobrushin's 
Gennan background (immi- 
aants to St Petersburg, where 
he was bom in 1929) find favour 
with the Academy purists. 

Dobrushin never himself 
sought eiemioo. Many years 
later, in 1991, another out- 
standmg mathematidan, vdio 
had siniilarly been denied the 
honour, was finally elected. £n 
his speech of congratulation on 
that occasion, Dobrushin said: 
fact that you have been 
elected does not change my 
opmfon of yon, but does change 
my opiakm of the Academy. ** 

A second aspect of life wfakfa 
the authorities could control was 
travel cHitade the Soviet Union. 
Dobrushm’s enormous popu- 
larity. professiooalty and 
personally, recited in numer- 
ous invitations and honours. In 
1982. together with Iris Mur- 
doch, he was elected Honorary 
Member of the American 
Academy ctf Fine Arts and Sci- 
ences in Boston, but was un^le 
to attend (he presentation. It 
was not until IS^withgj^nost 
and perestroUca. ^at he was fi- 
nally given permission to trav- 
el abroad. Even tben, such was 
the inertia of the whole cum- 
brous tystem that it required the 
intervention of a memtwr of 
Gorbachev’s inner circle before 
bis visa was granted. 

Thu long-awaited fireedom 
was ^eeted with great enthu- 
siasm Ity hh Western colleagues. 
At last he visited the United 


Georgiana Blakiston 


One day as a child Geor^ana 
Russell took a book from the 
shelves at her parents' house 
and found that someone had 
written '’EAR*' on the flyleaf. “I 
was impressed by (he Midness 
of the writing, and the singu- 
larity of the word," she wrote 60 
years later, "for had *eye' or 
*LEO' been inscribed it could not 
have seemed stranger." 

Her father told her Chat they 
were the initiais of her grand- 
mother Elizabeth Aime Russell 
- "that she had been able to 
read in eight languages and had 
bought most of the books in the 
bouse". Elizabeth Anne Russel) 
was the dominant of the two 
Icadine characters in Geor- 
gjana Blaldston's first book, 
LonJ WiUiam Bussell and his 
Wife 1815-1846 (1972), which 
with Woburn and the Bussells 
(1980) and Letters of Conmd 
Bussell 1897-1947 ( 1987) forms 
the corpus of her work, coolly 
observed and deftly expressed, 
on a fomily that has cut a some- 
times radical swathe through 
British political and intellectu- 
al life over four centuries. 

Georgiana Blakiston's fa- 
ther, Harold l^issell, was a 
lawyer and country gentieman: 
her mother. Lady Victoria 


Leveson-Gower. from whom 
she inherited a delicious calm- 
ness of voice and manner, was 
a daughter of the second Earl 
Granville. "Giana" was the 
youngest of (heir three children 
and her early years were spent 
between London and The 
Ridgeway, a substantial Victo- 
rian villa near Shere, in Surrey. 

Giana was educated at home 
by tutors and governesses before 
taking a domestic science diplo- 
ma at Bedford College, London 
University; but much of her 
taste for flora and fauna, histoiy. 
languages and the classics was 
imbibed from the conversa- 
tional air breathed by her par- 
ents and her father’s le^on 
brothers and sisteis. As a groiq). 
these uodes and aunts were shy 
to the point of speechlessness: 
and cbaraclerislicaDy thought it 
better to remain sileot if they 
had nothing worthwhile to say. 

Giana Russell was intro- 
duced to Noel Blakiston when 
he was firesb from taking Gas- 
sics at Cambridge. A photo- 
graph taken at the time of their 
en^gement shows Noe) in a 
hi^ buttoned jacket, his round 
eyes and fine, prominent cheek- 
bones sugges^g the handsome 
looks for which he was so ad- 


mired, and Giana sporting a 
beret and stylish scarf showing 
off her broad features and her 
arresting eyes, which even into 
bet 10th decade seemed to see 
into and beyond (he subject of 
their gentle gaze. They were 
married in 19:^ and into 
a house in Chelsea, west Lon- 
don - where they lived for the 
rest of their Ihres - from which 
Noel went daily to his work in 
the Public Record Office, in 
Ciianceiy Lane, where be be- 
came he^ of the Search Rooni. 

The Blakistons had two 
daughters in the 1930s - Rachel 
and Caroline, now well known 
as an actress on stage and tele- 
vision. Vfitb the coining of war, 
part of the Public Reexird Of- 
fice was evacuated to Gandon 
I^k, in Surrey. The Blakistons 
mewed into the bouse, and dur- 
ing air raids they slept in the 
b^ement, stacked high with 
deeds and case indexes from 
Chancery Lane. Their home in 
London was lived in mean- 
whfle by the artist Anthony 
Devas and his wife Nioolette 
(nee Macnamara), the sister of 
Dylan Thomas's wife, Caitliu. 

After the war, the Kaidstons 
resumed their London life, 
m aking themselves a centre for 


writers and artists, taking in 
lodgers, including the young 
Laurie Lee, and bringiiig peo- 
ple together over unpreten- 
tious and Interesting food, 
cooked by Giana. who kept up 
the tradition as a widow into her 
nineties. Noel Blakiston, who 
had been CVril Cormolly's best 
friend at Eton, contributed to 
Connolly’s ffanzon, while Gimia 
printed fobrics and pahited tiles 
for her kilchen. 

The Blaldstons were never 
very well off but the situation 
was eased when a maiden aunt, 
Diana Russell, died in 1971. 
aged 97, leaving her house and 
possessions to Giana. From her 
and from her other Russell 
aunt Flora (who died in 1967. 
aged 98). she inherited a ma» 
of family corre^xmdence which 
was the spur for her book on her 
great-grandparents. Blakision 
lets the characters in this fam- 
ily saga tell the story through 
pages from their letters and d^i- 
aries - interspersed with her 
own pithy linkiog passages, 
which pass the tests tri- 
umphantly of making such a 
book work. Most telling is the 
way in (riiich it ends. *ne fas- 
cinating inieilectual Lady 
William Russell - admired by 


Byron when a girl; a possessive 
mother exasperating to her hus- 
Ixind's famify - spent the last 25 
years of her life as a widow in 
London, a convert to Roman 
Catholic^, surrounded by a 
new circle of companions that 
took in Rr^rl Browning and 
the Thomas Carlyles. This 
quarter<entury is dealt with in 
one paragraph. The wit and de- 
ddednessof such brevity shows 
the author as more than worthy 
of her great-grandmother's 
Independence of outlook. 

Bbkistoa’s researches for 
her first two books took her to 
the British Museum and to (he 
Russell Archives at Woburn 
Abbey and at the Bedford es- 
tate oSa In London. Her third 
volume, an editioo of her uncle 
Conrad's letters, took her back 
over the early part of her life, 
and there is an easy autborila- 
dveness in the short biographies 
devoted to Conrad Ru^U’s 
correspondents from the worlds 
of literature and ioielleaua] so- 
dety: Maurice Baring. Hilaire 
Belloc, Evelyn ^ugh, Ray- 
mond Asquith, Edward Marsh 
and, the star of (he book, tbe 
celebrated beaufy Lady Diana 
Cooper, the sut^ect of Conrad 
Russell’s chaste adoration. 


Kin^fom. On his second trip, m 
1993, he ^ent several months 
at the Iraac Newton Cofl^ In- 
stitute of Cambridge Universi- 
ty. He then travel!^ to Oxford 
to meet I^ieris for the first and 
onfy time, over lunch in New 
CoUege. 

Roland Dobrushin willbe re- 
membered as a forcithearer m 
maity flourishing areas of the- 
oretical and aj^lied research.

Dobnishin was a great bear 
of a man, with a huge smile and 
wonderfiil sense of humour, 
who was much loved and ad- 
mired by his many friends. De- 


he posses^ remark^le phys- 
ical Rtamina, and he g^tfy 
enjo^d (like so many Rus- 
sians) swimming and alpme 
cross-countty skiing e^edi- 
tions. Once m the 1960s, with 
other prominent yot^ math- 
ematicians, he was Mlnng in a 
mountainous region of Central 
Asia. It was diSmt terrain and 
one of the group was injured, 
deroite his superior eirortise 
ana training. Dobnishin, in 
sympathy, said: "Fordve me - 
I know it is 1 v^o ou^t to have 
fallen, not you."

In its heyday intimate revue m- 
tored many great talents, in- 
cluding those of Hennione 
Gingold, Max Adrian, Joyce 
Grenfell, Harold Pinter, Peter 
Grok, Alan Bennett, Maggie 
Smith, Kenneth Williams and 
John Mortimer. It also tutored 
the lovefy Roberta Huby’s. 

Alan MeMIIe's sketch^ ( and 
Gingold's lark^) packed the 
Ambassadors with the 5 h»x and 
Low series of revues during the 
Second World Wir. But half a 
century onwards the art of 
revue & 1^ the dodo. 

It is true that The 

Revue (managed tty Michael Co- 
dron, who put on some of the 
best of them in the 1950s and 
1960s) has been well received 
at the \hudeviUe. It certainly re- 
minds us what it used to be 
about But the best of the old 
revues did not have a ’‘theme** 
or revive stuff from old revues. 
They had personalities. 

Revue in the bubbly Huby's 
day could fill large theatres as 
well as small- At the Palace she 
was with Jack Hulbert and Ci- 
cely Couitneidge, Flanagan and 
Allen or Florence Desmond in 
shows called Hi-de-Hi or Keep 
Goir^ (the war was on): at the 
Falladium'it was Tommy TKn- 
der and Ben Lyon in Gangway, 
and at the Prinu of yhles itwas 
'tiie great Sid Field and his 
straight man Jerry Desmonde in 
Strike It Again. 

What revue would draw to it, 
apart from new talents, was new 
audiences. To a schoolboy like 
□tyself it made a break from 
Shakespeare (Richardsoa's/v/- 
staff, Gielmd's Macbeth, 
Wolfit's Lear), and Strindberg 
(Wilfrid Lawson's The Father). 

Roberta Huby steered clear 
of all that kind of thing. It was 
her femininity, her sense of 
comedy and her lightness of 
touch that kept her busy. Her 
finest moments came with Ian 
Chnnicbael, Joan Heal, Dora 
Biyan and Jeremy Hawk in the 
long-running Lyric Renie, when 
it transferred from Hammer- 
smith in 1951. This was a truly 
intimate revue, of the kind in 
which she bad begun 10 years 
earlier at the Ambassadors. 

That show - 77ic New .4m- 
bassadofs Revue - was my first 
revue. An accompanying parent 
described it as "saiinca]" what- 
ever that was. He had some 
difficulty in finding a definition. 

It was Huby's fiisl West End 
appearance. She had a song 


dedicated to the invisible and al- 
ways male newsreaders on the 
so-called wireless who wc are 
told wore dinner jackets; and 
who, as a concession to a cosier 
relationship between the BBC 
and its listening miltions h^ be- 
gun, after saying. “This is the 
news*', to add, ’And this is 
so-and-so reading it." 

Such informality from such a 
pompous source was material 
for a satirical shaft. Thus it was 
that, seated under a spotlight 
and holding in her bands a ^eaf 
of papers, the poised, decorous 
and alluringly blonde Huby, 
without a fliuer of an ^lid or 
a hintof hilariiy. purred into one 
of those old-fashioned table 
microphones on the table be- 
fore her. as if addressing each 
one of us indhridualiy - and I 
can hum the tune to this day: 

Perhaps you have beard of Ah'ar 

Udell 

Well, this is me reading it . . . 

We ail fell about. Eveiybody 
knew Alvar Udell's authentic 
tones as he delivered the nine 
o’clock news: the irreverence of 
it was splendid I was convert- 
ed. Wherever a new revue was 
playing I would be there: until 
It was supposedly wiped out by 
the satire boom of the 1960s. 

Huby must have enjoyed re- 
vue or she would could never 
have taken a chance on, say ”an 
intimate revue from the Nor- 
wegian of Finn Boe", Ren- 
dezvous (Comedy, 1952). with 
such revue stalwarts as Walter 
Oisharo and Chili Bouchier. 

What could be better train- 
ing, though, for musical come- 
dy aod farce? There was the 
Drury Lane musical 7%rm and 
Fancy, and an Aldwych farce to 
end all Aldwych farces under 
Peter Hall’s direction. Brouha- 
ha (Aldwych, 1958), in which 
Huby p/ayed up gamefuUy as 
Mrs Alma Exegis Diddle to the 
elusive Peter Ellers. 

There were also films - with 
Arthur Askey in I Thank Trbu 
(1941) - and there was televi- 
sion (yisehriErl/Tkajid-^ fbiK 
in the Sky): but isn't that medi- 
um often blamed for the ripmici» 
of satirical revue?

Tlie rules of fairness or natur- 
al justice were not rigid but de-

dedsiOB itself.

in its deliberations. 

His Lordship agreed that at 
first s^t the procedure adopt- 
ed at the meeting appeared to 
have been less than fair. But 
this failed to take account of the 
nature of the dedrion making 
body in question, or of the 
nature of its task. 

Most decisions tty adminis- 
trative bodies bad to be taken 
tty those with knowledge of the 
facts. The members comprising 
sudi bodies might because of 
previous knowledge or some 
policy which had been adopt- 


ed, have a predisposition to- 
wards a certain result 'Tto did 
not mean, however, that such 
a body could not reach a fair 
decision. Tlie courts must be 
careful not to treat the decision 
making process of such bodies 
as though they were judicial 
tribunals. 

It was clear that the question 
of Mr Crabtree’s continuing 
re^s^tion as a foster carer was 
considered at the meeting 
with care and at some length. 
The panel had a duty to place 
the interests of children in 
care at the forefiront of its 
deliberations. 

Moreover, relations between 
Mr Crabtree and the depart- 
ment had reached crisis point 
and a decision had to be made. 

His Lordship was satisfied 
that in the circumstances the 
panel as constituted was not an 
unfw body to arijtidicate. Nor 
was it unfair for sodal workers 
who hadworicedvrithMrOab- 
iree to contribute to the pan- 
el’s dedrioD. It was obvious that 
a carer looking after children 
placed by the local authority 
must be able to work in dose 
cooperation with the social 
workers and tnana^rs from the 
relevant department.

Grold market panics 
as futures price falls

The gold market was in com- 
plete tuimoD yesterdtty. For 
the 'first time since a brief 
episode in the 19*^ the futures 
price of tbe precious metal fell 
below the market price. 
“WeVe never seen anything 
like tbis,” one dealer said 
The panic was exacerbated (ty 
hectic trading in gold options 
ahead of their cqjiryyesterday. 
Investors with options 
tions to hedge were forced to 
buy in the s^t naarket. lifting 
the gold price tty about $4^ 
with bids m the range $383.40 
to $388 in early trading. 

Amty Smith, gold analyst at 
the investment toik UBS, said 
“You will bear a lot of people 
saying that something cata- 
ctysmic is bound to happen.” 
For some commodities, 
“backwardation” - a futures 
price below tbe price - is 
not rare, but it is virtually un- 
heard of in the case of the gold 
market 


The cause of this exception- 
al phenonbenon is a sharp rise 
in the demand to borrow gold 
during tbe past three to six 
months. 

As almost all the ^td ever 
mined still exists, the main ac^ 
tivity in the gold market is bor- 
rowing and lending. Gold 
pro^cers borrow • and sell - 
current stocks of gold a^inst 
their future output The lenders 
are b^ banks, wiiicfa in turn bor- 
row from the 'gold reserves of 
central banks. 

South African producers, 
have started to borrow more 
gold recentty dre to a tigfit prof- 
its squeeze. TTie price at which 
they can sell gold, whidi is 
fix^ in rand terms, has 
increasing in dollar terms be- 
cause the country’s excl^ge 
rate against tbe US currency has 
been unusually stable. 

The increase in tbeir de- 
mand for long-term gold loans 
has in turn triggered a sharp rise 
in b anks ’ demand for the dmrt- 
teim gold loans whidi are avail- 
able from central batiks.

W icketkeepers, like goal- 
keepers, are widely 
held to fluctaate be- 
tween the mildly eccentric and 
a sandwich short of a picnic. 
And if county cricketers were to 
be canvassed on which one of 
their members was considered 
to be the ultimate five-baU 
over, England’s current custo- 
dian would almost certainly 
top the poll. 

So do^ the man himself re- 
gard himself as, so to speak, a 
barking Jack RusseD? not 
at all. People who don't know 
me might think rm...but no, Fm 
not it’s just that, well bow can 
I put it ... er. urn, yeah. let’s face 
it, 1 am. Totally ^tly.” 

He also does not admit to be- 
ing superstitious. “Who me? 
No, not at alL” So why is he still 
batting in the same shirt, vest, 
flannels and trousers he wore 
when scoring his maiden Test 
(and flrsKiass) century at Old 
7}^fYord in 19^? And what 
about that floppy sua-hat he has 
worn in cveiy match since join- 
ing the staff at Gloucestershire 
in I9S2? ■‘Will, Fm a bit of crea- 
ture of babiL I suppose. I like 
the same routine. I once had 
steak and chips for 28 consec- 
utive nights in India, and I was 
the only one who wasn't ill. But 
superstitious? No, well er, oh 
all right, 1 probably am." 

Russell's room-mates, on the 
other hand, do not consider him 
to be anything other than com- 
pletely normuJ. What could be 
more ordinary than a bloke who 
exists on mugs of tea, chocolate 
biscuits (**24 packets a month") 
bananas, honey, baked beans 
and breakfast cereal, washes his 
own kiL and hangs it from the 
lampshade to dry? “All except 
for the floppy hat, that is. That 
only gets wa.shed twice a year, 
and I fold it over a biscuit jar 
and a tea before it goes into 
the airing cupboard. Onl>* way 
it keeps its shape." 

Ru^li has tried normality,

When exceptional talent goes over the edge to Newlove deal 


W hen the most naturally 
gifted cricketer in the 
world expresses a desire 
not to play cricket - as Brian 
Lara has this week - one has to 
wonder whether too much lal- 
ent can be a bad thing. 

Lara is far from the first out- 
siaiiding sporting to ab^t 

himself from his area of excel- 
lence, and will certainly not be 
the last George Best v4iose foot- 
balling ability set him apart from 
his fellow professionals, is per- 
haps toe archetypal example 
here. However, over the years, 
others have come to ^ef for a 
rariety of reasons - htike Tyson 
in bovng, Jennifer Capriati in 
tennis, the multiple woiid record 
holder Henry Rono in athletics. 

“The idea that people reach 
a certain point and then lose in- 
terest is a big area of study," 
Bruce Hale, an American sports 
p^hologist based at the Uni- 
veraity of Stafford, said. "Stress 
and high-level competition be- 
gin to get to them. 

"Many outstanding sports- 
men and women are coddled 
and given special privileges, 
and many of them may devel- 
op the idea 'Hey, I'm Gfod's ^ 
to toe world. All 1 have to do is 


turn up and perform and every- 
thing will be fine.' But sooner 
or later reality wall strike. They 
are going to run into crises." 

One of toe most profound 
crises for toe high achiever 
be the hei^t of the adiievement 
itself, according to Jonathan 
Zneimer, a member of the 
British Olympic Assodation’s 
ptycbology advisory ^up. 

The usual motivating f^ors 
for sporting performers are to 
demonstrate ability and gain so- 
cial approval But elite per- 
formeis such as Lara go beyond 
those needs and focus on the 
mastery of what they are doing. 

“Lara is obviously extra-tal- 
ented and has established com- 
plete masteiy in one area. So 
you have to ask - what's left for 
him to do? Where do bis next 
goals lie? If you bad talked to 
him a couple of years ^ he 
would no doubt have said that 
Garfield Sobers’ scoring record 
was one of them - but now he 
has toaL" 

Another problematic factor 
for the super-talented sporting 
figure comes into play when 
there is a shift in their motiva- 
tion for continuing success. 

"Lara, for instance, has come

But it 
is a matter of malring toem 
aware of their capabilities." 

More than one sports psy- 
chologist has praised toe efforts 
of Manchester United's man- 
ager, Alex Ferguson, lo prevent 
toe extraordinary talents of 
Ryan Giggs from being com- 
promised by undue media at- 
tention and coouneFcial ' 
obligation.
